Not that any evidant poſition or canſequence 
from Scripture does need all this proof in it ſelf 
but the better to inſtruct us in the agreement and 
harmony of ſacred Writ, and the more power- 
fully to convince the judgment, which in ſome 
caſes. will be apt to find out ſhifts and evaſions, 
whereby to delude it ſelf and eſcape conviction, 
whereas we ſhall embrace any doctrine, with a 
ſtronger aſſent, and reſt upon it with the whole 
bent ofthe ions, when it comes in upon us 
with a full ſtream of evidence. But here we are to 
remember that the too long inſiſting on a confeſ- 
ſed truth, is apt to nauſeat and flat the atten- 
tion. | 

Having thus paſſed over the doctrinall part in the 
explication and confirmation of the words, we are 
in the next place to deſcend unto the application of 
them, which is the life and ſoul of a Sermon, 
whereby theſe ſacred truths are brought home te 
a mans particular conſcience and occaſions, and

made upon their ſouls by conference and medita- 
tion. Towhich 4 as the milder affeFtions, 
did, do beſt ſute with the introduction, which 
muſt inſinuate into the love and attention of the 
hearers; ſo T4 m3» „ More eager and vehement 
affectiont will beſt become the concluſion , as ſup- 
poſing then that we have wonne the cauſe we did 
contend for, convinced and perſwaded the audi- 
tory beyond all oppoſition. 

And therefore here it will be proper to recapitu- 
late ſome of the moſt effectuall arguments, which 
may leave the hearers moved and ſtirred up in 
their affections. 

Thus much briefly concerning the moſt eaſie 
method and true logick of a Sermon, which was 
the firſt thing propoſed to be diſcuſſed , and be- 
ing rightly underſtood, may be a very great help 
to facilitate this ſervice of Preaching.

truth, or to be excited unto ſome neceſſary awry; 
To which purpoſe he muſt conſider, whether the 
generality of his hearers be either ignorant ot knows 
ing, whether enemies to Religion, or profeſſorcof 
it, whether meerly formal, or truly piowe., whes 
thet more chearfull and zealous, or motece/d and 
fluggiſh :. According to which variety, his Do- 
cttine and expieſſions muſt be variouſly ſuited. 
To uſe the ſame matter and manner in all audito- 
ties, is as if a Shoo-maker ſhould make all his 
ware of anequall-ſize for children and men, great 
and little, there being as much difference betwixt 
the inward gifts and neceſſities, as betwixt the 
outward ſtatures. As in othec invitations we carve 
that to the gueſts which is moſt ſuitable to their 
ſeverall palats and appetites :. So in theſe ſpiritu- 
all feaſts, we ſhould be carefull to fit our prepata- 
tions unto the capacity and edification of the hea- 
rers.

For if Queen 
Eſther, if Nebemiab, being to ſpeak unto an 
earthly King for the temporall ſafety of their peo- 
ple , did firſt prepare themſelves this way , much 
more then ſhould Miniſters ,, who are to be Em- 
baſſadors from the great God concerning that 
weighty buſineſſe of mens eternall ſalvations. 

2. - Reading. It was the Apoſtles advice to Ti- 
mot hy, 1 Tim. 4. 13. Give attendance to reading, 
And he ſayes, that it is the ſtudy of the Scriptures, 
that muſt make the man of Cod perfect, throughly 
furniſved, 2 Tim. 3. 17. If this were neceſſary in 
thoſe Primitive times, when men were exttaordi- 
narily inſpired with ſpeciall gifts: much more 
now, when we cannot exſpect any immediate in- 
fuſion, but muſt apply our ſelves unto the natu- 
rall proper means of: attaining any ability.

There are two things which in our reading and, 
ſtudy may be of great advantage. 1. Good Books. 
2, A right Method and ſeries of matter to be firſt 
and moſt exactly inquired into. 

There is noexternall help more effectuall to di- 
rect a man unto pertinent uſefull matter, upon all 
ſubjects and occaſions, then a weli contrived Li- 
brary, whe. ein upon any emergent doubt or diffi- 
culty , he may have recourſe unto the advice of 
other grave and learned men, who (it may be) 
have beſtowed a great part of their time and ſtu- 
dy, in the reſolution of that particulat buſineſſe 
which he hath occaſion to inquire into. 

There ate many men whoſe naturall parts 
would extremely improve and grow vety eminent, 
if they had but the knowledge and help of ſuch 
Authors, as are moſt ſuitable to their genius and 
imployment, whereas on the other fide their abi- 
lities are much damped and kept low, whileſt 
they are confined only to a ſcant ill choſen Li-

moſt familiar, as there is in the election of other

And this 2 of Books; as it is in it ſelf 
a very ſpeciow part of learning, making oftentimes 
more pompous ſhew then the knowledge of 
things, ſo is it likewiſe of very great uſe and ad- 
vantage. For the attaining of this, the moſt 
proper effectuall way is by our own ſtudy and ex- 
tence in the works of ſeverall Authors; But 
— that is a buſineſſe of vaſt induſtry and 
much time, ſcarce conſiſtent with the frequent re- 
turnes of publike ſervice required of a conſtant 
Preacher, unleſſe he be before- hand qualified for 
this, by his education and leiſure at the Univerſi- 
ty; therefore there is another help to expedite 
pur enquiry in this kind, namely, the peruſall of 
ſuch Books as do give a particular account of all 
Authors, the time, when they lived, the Works 
they have publiſhed, with the Gere) ſubjeQ: they 
have inſiſted upon; Their £ditions , Tranſlations, 
corrupt ions, their eſteem and authority; of which 
kind there are ſeverall Writers, both Proteſtants 
and Papiſts.

a common relation to this purpoſe, of divers lear- 

ned men, who having a great while, with much 

argument and ſtrength of reaſon, © contended 
with another about perſwading him to be bapti- 
zed, he being learned alſo , could ſtill evade 
all their arguments. At length a grave «pious 
man amongſt them, of no note for learning, 
ſtands up and beſpeaks him with ſome dowarighe 
affectionate expreſſions, which wrought ſoeffe- 
ctually upon the other, that he preſently ſubmit- 
ted; yeelding this reaſon, Donec audiebam ra- 
tones humanat, humanis rationibus repugnabam ; 
ceterum ſimul atque audivi 3 loquentem, 
ceſſi Spiruni. And ! tis ſtoxied of uni, before 
his converſion, that meeting once with a Coun- 
try- man as he was in a journey, and falling into 
diſcourſe with him about divers points of Religi- 
on, he obſerved the plain fellow to talk ſo expe- 
rimentally, with ſo much heartineſſe and affe- 
ction, as made him firſt begin to think, that ſure 
there was ſomething more in thoſe truths , (hes 
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Preacher, to pen all his diſcourſes, or to tye him- 
ſelf unto phraſes : When we have the matter and 
notion well digeſted , the expreſſions of it will 
eaſily follow, Whereas to be confined ugto par- 


" ticular words, beſides the great oppreſſion of the 


memory, will likewiſe much prejudice the opera- 
tions of the underſtandifig and affections. The

and vexed. A man cannot ordinafily be ſo much 
affected himſelf, (and conſequently he cannot

mediate apprebenſions of it, by which many par- 
ticulars may be ſuggeſted , that were not before 
thought of , when he doth expatiate upon any 
ſubje&, according to the workings of his dne 
affections , and the various alterations that 


may appear in the auditory. And then beſides, 


this liberty will breed a ug, ſuch a fitting 
confidence, as ſhould be in that orator, who is 
to have a power over the affections of others, 
which ſuch a one is ſcarce capable of, who 
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
